BOSTON. Feb. 
4.— A highway- 
weather bulletin containing both the 
prevailing condition of roads and 
a week's forecast of probable con­ 
ditions, has been inaugurated by 
the United States weather bureau 
as an aid to motorists throughout 
New England. For several weeks 
tourists 
and 
truckmen 
about to 
start on long trips have been able 
to learn what so n of going to ex­ 
pect in the various sections, the 
depth of enow, the presence of ice, 
whether the roads are passable or 
detours necessary, whether roughnes 
is being worn down or drifts are 
in the making. The service has been 
so successful that, it is understood, 
it will be extended to other section* 
of the country on the same broad 
scale. 
The system of road information 
contained in the New England High­ 
way W eather Bulletin is based on 
a plan used overseas for the bene­ 
fit of army motor convoys. It* is in 
charge of Louis W. Carroll who 
served in France on meteorological 
duty which included service of this 
kind. The idea was tried out in a 
small way in western states, but New 
England is the first section to be 
included in a general forecast and 
survey and the result here has been 
awaited to determine whether other 
groups of states shall be included un 
der one bulletin. 
B y use of the statem ent of road 
conditions and forecast, a person 
contemplating a trip by road to 
any part of New England 
may 
learn what lies ahead. A motor 
truckman with a contract to move 
a load from Boston to Bangor can 
learn whether there is much or lit­ 
tle snow on the Maine roads, if they 
are 
mud-rutted 
as 
a 
result 
of 
rain or in condition for a quick 
haul; and if weather changes are 
likely to help or hinder the trip. 
Similarly, a motor tourist contem-j 
plating a trip through the White | 
mountains instead of staling off into j 
the unknown, will know in advance! 
whether rain or snow has, or is j 
likely to, impose burdens on tra­ 
vel, aud may postpone the trip | 
or so shape it as to avoid sections j 
in which conditions are shown to; 
be unfavorable. 
Ail main routes of highway traf­ 
fic from Maine to Rhode Island are 
covered in the detailed sum m ary j 
of prevailing conditions. 
The amount of snow in the sev­ 
eral sections is indicated by a map 
with varied shadings arranged to 
show whether the snow blanket is 
less than three 
inches, 
between 
three and six inches, or over six 
inches deep. In the spring the pres­ 
ence of frost and mud will be indi­ 
cated; in summer conditions of rain 
and road repairs. 
Observers ate posted at 200 places 
throughout New 
England, 
from 
which they send in weekly reports 
covering conditions of weather and 
information as to roads that are 
impassable.

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WHERE THE LAW FALLS DOWN 


The recent bond election in Pontotoc County served ta 
direct public attention to one of the weak points in the law 
of Oklahoma. In ten precincts of the county no election was 
held. Several causes contributed to this one effect but none 
of the contributing causes should be permitted to 
The basic trouble is that we have no law that forces citi­ 
zens to conduct an election. The county board may do its 
duty, the inspectors and clerks may be appointed, but the in­ 
spectors and clerks may decline holding an election, and there 
is no recourse. They can't be forced to hold the election. 
A year ago an effort was made in the legislature to pro­ 
vide for having election officers summoned to hold elections 
just as jurors are now summoned to court. Under the ten*1* 
of the proposed'law, failure to serve when appointed made 
the delinquent guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to a fine 
of not more than $25.00. 
For some reason this bill never 
became a law. Therefore, it is possible to hold elections only 
when tile election officers are willing to serve. If they are 
unwilling, no election can be held. 
This is a condition that should be cured. A fine should 
be provided for the members of any county election board 
failing to appoint the necessary election officers in any pre­ 
cinct. 
A fine should be provided for any precinct election 
official who fails or refuses to serve. 
Another fine should 
be provided for any election official who fails to make out and 
deliver in a reasonable time tile election returns qf his pre­ 
cinct We force men to serve on juries. It is of more import­ 
ance that we force men to hold elections.

Christmas Decoration* 
Everywhere women and children 
are more or less engrossed with prep­ 
arations for Christmas day, the mos: 
joyous of the year for them. No one 
can do too much toward celebrating 
the greatest of festivals In the right 
spirit, for it should be a day of re­ 
joicing. The interchanging of gifts is 
all to this end, but this phase ot 
Christmas celebrating seems overdone, 
and to occupy too much time and costa 
too much money in late years; it 
crowds out other and equally impor­ 
tant things. Everyone should share in 
the good cheer at Christmas time and 
extensive giving of high-priced gifts 
would much better be curtailed than 
the Christmas dinner with the reunion 
of members pf families and their 
friends, the remembrance af the un­ 
fortunate or poor, and contributions 
to institutions that need them. 
Some things cannot be omitted at 
Christmas time lf it la to retain Its 
significance. 
The Christmas greens 
tbat decorate our homes and churches. 
Christmas candles and goodies and* of 
ail the things the Christmas tree, must 
he provided for. Hie high cost of liv­ 
ing baa not made these impossible in 
any community, and in many places 
where evergreen trees are plentiful, 
It is time and effort, more than money, 
that is needed. The youngsters will 
do a lot toward furnishing Christmas 
greens, wreaths, branches and little 
trees that make a background for all 
the day’s festivities and set off the 
bright red of holly or candle-berries, 
bittersweet and poinsettia. 
Nearly all the poinsettia used at 
Christmas time is artificial. It is made 
by houses that manufacture decorative 
plants and flowers, of bright red velvet, ' 
and lasts for years, that is. as long 
as It is put away carefully from 
Christmas to Christmas. By far great­ 
er Amounts of poinsettia are made of 


red crepe paper with small yellow cern 
ten also of paper, and these, too* will 
last a long time, lf cared for. The ex­ 
pense for all the poinsettia deeded by 
the average church or home Is so very 
little that no one is too poor to have 
this lovely addition to Christmas 
greens. Red must not be used too lav­ 
ishly among them. 
Poinsettia Is made by cutting petals 
in various sixes from crepe paper, wir­ 
ing them along the center with very 
fine wire, and winding th# petals to a 
stem of heavier wire. The whole out­ 
fit for making them costs next to! 
nothing. 
Bright red berries can ba 
simulated with fine wire and sealing1 
wax, if holly can’t be obtained, by 
shaping the wax on the end of short 
lengths of fine wire. Some lovely 
Christmas baskets for household and j 
table decoration are made by filling 
wicker, or other baskets, with press­ 
ed malden-halr ferns and paper poin­ 
settia blossom* 
Candle, lamp and electric light- 
shades of red and green paper are 
mate in much the same way as poin­ 
settia. Petals of red paper, all in one 
size, are stayed with fine wire, which 
can be curved to suit the light, and 
among these a few smaller green pet­ 
als to represent the calyx of the flow­ 
er, are to be placed. They are glued 
to a circular disk at the center, with 
a hole cut in It to fit over the electric 
light or candle shade supporter or 
lamp globe. 
When the petals have 
been glued to place the shade appears 
flat like a plate, but the petals can be 
curved by means of the wire In them, 
In any way desired and the shades 
made small or large by varying the 
size of the petals.
